'  years  ago  good  gravel  could  be  pro¬ 
cured  and  its  use  was  a  public  benefit. 

That  placed  tijion  the  roads  last  year 
was  little  more  than  mud.  A  good 
overseer  of  the  roads  r should  be  pro- 
••u led.  It  would  be  cheaper  for  the 
town  to  pay  such  man  a  moderate 
compensation  than  to  hire  men  w  ho 
are  not  to  be  depended  u|X>n  to  do 
their  whole  duty. 

The  generous  provision  for  the  Fire 
Department  should  l*o  expended  in 
fully  equipping  the  present  companies. 

Then  is  a  general  impression  that 
the  increase  of  companies  has  gone 
far  enough  for  the  present  The  lack 
of  hose  is  felt  at  every  fire.  This  lack 
is  due  to  bad  management.  Mot- 
Hum  5,000  feet  of  hose  has  beeh 
In. light  within  five  years,  yet  only 
2,000  or  2,”>00  is  now  fit  for  use. 

With,  proper  care  it  should  last  six 
years.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  facil¬ 
ities  for  drying  hose  it  has  been 
allowed  to  become  mildewed  and  rot 
ten.  The  erection  of  a  drying  rack  is 
an  immediate  necessity.  When  this 
has-  -been  secured,  a  new  supply  of 
hose  should  be  furnished  each  coui- 

\uvuy,  and  the  remainder  of  the  appro 
**  »pi<  exists  after  the  par 

went  of  th<4>rdinnry  expenses,  should 
In*  devoted  ‘to  the  purchase  of  a  fire 
alarm  system. 

The  charge  for  gas  is  now,  as  for 
many  years  it  has  lieen,  too  high. 

There  should  lie  a  substan’  ial  reduc 
tioii  in  the  price.  It  would  l>e  v  o.'lli 
while  tool.taiu  estimates  for  electricity 
if  it  can  be  done  with  economy.  The 
lighting  of  Bloomfield  avenue  liy  the 
Speer  Car  Company  would  be  a  move 
in  the  right  direction. 

There  is  abundance  of  opjiorttmity 
for  the  luring  of  stone  sidewnlks,  and 
applications  for  walks  will  no  doubt 
U*  abundant.  There  should,  however, 
l»e  an  effort  upon  the  part  of  Commit 
teemeto  and  others  to  fill  in  the  gaps 
u| k *n  the  main  streets.  Every  large 
thoroughfare  should  have  at  least  a 
stone  walk  njn.n  one  side  of  it.  It 
should  also  l>e  continuous.  It  is  ex 
as|«eratiug  in  the  extreme  to  use  a 
“»"»*•  w»lk  for  a  distance  and  then  be 
eomjH  lIedto  Waddle  through  il»u.u.l 
or  tuk (  to  Uu*  street.  Proper  efforts 
the  part  of  those  more  immedi¬ 
ately  interested  would  no  doubt 
remedy  this  evil.
